To the Editors of the CriMsan: 

The real victor in the disruption Friday evening. 
it seems to me, was the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment with its American apologists. Those who chant- 
ed and shouted down the speakers enabled a politi- 
eally and morally bankrupt cause. a cause that some- 
thing Hke three quarters of the American electorate 
has at Inst rejected. to wrap itself momentarily in 
the tnttered cloak of intellectual freedom, In the 
present climate of opinion this kind of “radical” 
action becomes a repulsive form of buiing ‘instead 
of a desperate attempt to be heard or to change the 
course of policy.

She's out there now, &I guess she didn't 0.D. or we'd have 
heard about it by now. About 70% of the population here are herion 
junkies. I wish I new something to do about it, like give them 
something in their lives which would be meaningful enough to take the 
place of dope. 

As far as people who write checks or steal in other Ways, I guess 
probably most of them will continue to do it as long as you can't 
get all the nice things advertised on T.V. by working at a $80/wk. 
jobs. And none of the anti-crime stuff that I have seen so far has 
been aimed towards eliminating iaterialism. So the desire is there, 
but no legal means of acquiring the. stuff for people of limited 
education & backgrourid. 

Perhaps if private citizens,could: be encouraged to "adopt" | 
criminals ¢instead of buying alarms, installing locks, & hiring, dogs, 
coupled: with fairly wide refusal to hire (éx- cons), people could be. 
sentenced to a family instead of a prison, & would maybe get the idea]. 
that somebody gave a damn. As things are now, criminals often feel 
that they are a "buck" that everybody is trying to pass. I imagine 
it's hard to care about anybody else's feelings if no-one cares 
about yours, or even if you're alive or dead.
